The  cultural  festival, 
which  begins  December  26  and  ends  on  January  1  celebrates  and 
reinforces  family,  community  and  culture  through  practices  and 
affirmation  related  to  the  Nguzo  Saba,  The  Seven  Principles.  These 
Seven  Principles  observed  during  Kawanzaa  are  Umoja  (unity), 
Kujichsgulia  (self-determination),  Ujima  (collective  work  and  re- 
sponsibility), Ujamaa  (cooperative  economics),  Nia  (purpose), 
Kuumba  (creativity),  and  Imani  (faith).  These  Seven  Principles 
represent  its  spirit  and  focus.

In  his  presentation  to  faculty,  staff  and  Tech  Prep 
teachers  from  throughout  the  district,  Frank  Charles 
Winstead  discussed  how  formal,  organized  instruc- 
tion is  and  ought  to  be  the  major  component  of  the 
educational  process.
